3 cups diced and cooked turkey 2 cups grated sharp cheese 
(in large pieces) 

Cook onion, celery and apples in butter until tender. Add 
turkey, rice and seasonings. Stir in soup. Mix thoroughly. Turn 
into a greased 2-quart casserole. Cover and bake at 350 degrees 
for 20 minutes. Remove cover. Sprinkle with grated cheese. 
Continue baking another 10 minutes.

Massachusetts officials are now 
working with the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration to establish stand¬ 
ards for G. I. Bill on-the-job, ap¬ 
prenticeship and farm coopera¬ 
tive training under a new law 
that became effective October 1. 

Monthly payments for this type 
of training were provided by 
Public Law 90-77, recently 
signed by the President, for vet¬ 
erans who had military service 
since February 1. 1955. 

Interested veterans should con¬ 
tact the VA Contact Division at 
the John F. Kennedy Federal 
Building, Boston or at 35 Main 
St., Agawam, to see what institu¬ 
tional training has been approved 
in their area, and to learn how 
they can participate in on-the-job 
and apprenticeship training. 

The new law requires the ap¬ 
proval of the states involved and 
VA officials have been meeting 
with Massachusets officials so 
programs can get started as 
rapidly as possible. 

Veterans with no dependents 
who enroll in full-time apprentice 
or on-the-job training* will re¬ 
ceive $80 a month for the first 
six months. Veterans with one 
dependent will receive $90; two or 
more dependents $100. Smaller 
payment are provided for addi¬ 
tional six month periods.

Your Amazing Muscles 

Hey, muscles! 

Yes, you. Regardless of your body build, muscle tissue accounts 
for over half your weight. Obviously it's good policy to treat your 
"better half’* right by learning how to avoid muscle strain and what 
to do if it occurs. 

First line of defense is posture; your day’s work can quite liter¬ 
ally make you sore if you overtax your muscles by standing or sit¬ 
ting incorrectly. Many a chronic “pain in the heck” is traceable to 
poor posture. The least tiring and most attractive stance is straight 
but not ramrod-stiff, with rib cage lifted out of abdomen, hips slight¬ 
ly forward and knees pushed back. Never rest your weight on one 
leg. Sit straight from hips to neck, pivoting from hips when you

lean forward. Slouching back or leaning forward with curved spine 
will crowd lungs, burden heart, strain the small of the back and court 
muscle cramps by inhibiting the flow of blood. 

Whenever you must move a heavy load, bear in mind that it’s 
easier to push than to pull. In lifting, stand close to the object. 
When picking something up or putting it down, let leg and thigh 
muscles—the strongest you have—take the brant of the load by 
bending at the knees and pushing up or down with your leg muscles. 
Keep your back straight and the load close to your body. Don’t 
twist your body; if you must change direction, turn with change of 
foot position. 

Housewives should remember that standing up to do a task 
takes 14% more energy than sitting down. (In the case of over¬ 
weight women, the excess energy expenditure may be as large as 


35%!) Find the best tool for each job: for instance, long-handled 
| dust-brooms and sponge-mops save strain on back and leg muscles). 
Cut down on leg-tiring stairway travel by having a full set of clean¬ 
ing supplies on each floor. Save steps by finishing each room before 
you tackle another, wearing a many-pocketed tote apron in which 
you can stash brushes, dustcloths, or knicknacks that belong in an¬ 
other room. Her’e another muscle-saver: empty the trash from 
each room into a large paper shopping bag, then carry these bags 
(so much lighter than any wastepaper basket) to the incinerator or 
outdoor trash can. 

Tense muscles (the kind most subject to strain) can be willed 
relaxed. Does one set of muscles—jaw, forehead or fingers, for in¬ 
stance—clench when you concentrate ? Consciously tighten them 
even more—then let go. It’s a sura relaxer! The same trick can 
be used to prepare tense muscles for a rstful night’s sleep. Lie 
quietly in bed, legs straight, arms at your sides. Starting with your 
feet and working towards the head, contract one set of muscles at a 
time, then relax them. They’ll usually stay relaxed throughout your 
eight hours of shuteye. 

The right kind of exercise limbers your muscles, but the wrong 
kind only ties them up in knots. Weekend athletes and Sunday 
gardeners must be especially careful to take their unaccustomed 
exertions in small doses. If you’re over 40, it’s a good idea to pick 
golf or tennis partners your own age—don’t try to keep up with a 
younger and springier set. of muscles. Avoid strenuous exercise 
after a bout with fever or a general infection of any kind. Exerting 
yourself before your doctor gives the green light may bring on mus¬ 
cle pain that could last for weeks. Whatever your age or state of 
health, go in for moderate, rhythmic exercises like walking, swim¬ 
ming, skating or bicycling. 

Being only human, you’re bound to muscle in where you shouldn’t, 
sooner or later. Proper bandages ara important for all sprains and 
strains. An elastic bandage is good because it “gives” as the sprain 
continues to swell for a time, whereas a regular bandage doesn’t. 
Unlike the elastic adhesive bandage the newer PEG bandage made 
y Becton, Dickinson, the manufacturer of the ACE bandage adheres 
3 itself, not the skin. It’s also cooler than conventional bandages 
ecause it requires less overlapping. Remember to make sure that 
he bandage is not tied so tightly that it will compromise circulation 
r increase swelling. 

If someone sprains his ankle, put him to bed immediately, 
llevate the leg and ankle, apply ice bags, wind a snug resilient 
andage around the foot and ankle in figure-eight style, and call the 
oc tor. 

For knee sprains, star a three-inch-wide elastic bandage several 
iches below the joint and carry, circular fashion, to a point well 
bove the knee. 

But if you follow the foregoing rules, you’ll achieve what under 
ther circumstances might seem impossible: getting along with your 
better half” without tying the,knot.

Qaestioafiand Answers 


Q. I have medical insurance. 1 
have been a diabetic for many 
years. My doctor insists that I 
visit his office every other week. 
At this time he checks my heart 
and blood pressure. He charges 
$5.00 for each visit. Are these of¬ 
fice calls covered by my medical 
insurance? 

A. Yes, indeed. Recurring treat¬ 
ment and examinations for an in¬ 
jury or an illness by your doctor 
is covered by your medical insur¬ 
ance. Routine physicals not for a 
specific illness or injury are ex¬ 
cluded from your melical insur¬ 
ance coverage. 

Q. I have medical insurance. I 
go to my doctor once a year for 
a general physical checkup. The 
examination and various tests he 
gives me cost §50. How do I claim 
reimbursement under medical in¬ 
surance for the costs of this phy¬ 
sical? 

A. Routine physicals, dental 
care, and prescription drugs are 
among the items that are exclud¬ 
ed from coverage under medical 
insurance. Therefore, there would 
be no reimbursement from medi¬ 
care for this type of medical 
treatment. 

Q. I have a heart condition and 
have been buying over §30 worth 
of prescription drugs a month 
from my druggist. My doctor 
tells me 1 will have to take this 
prescription indefinitely, perhaps, 
the rest of my life. Will my med¬ 
ical insurance pay these “drug” 
costs? 

A. No. There is no provision in 
the medical insurance coverage to 
pay the costs of prescription 
drugs. 

Q. I have my eyes checked and 
I find that I need glasses. Will 
medicare reimburse me for the 
cost of the examination and the 
glasses? 

A. No. Routine eye examination 
and glasses are not included un¬ 
der the medical insurance cover¬ 
age. However, if glasses are nec¬ 
essary because of an injury to the 
eyes, the cost of examinations, 
treatment, and the glasses would 
be covered by the medical insur¬ 
ance. 

Q. I have medical insurance. 
While on vacation I had the mis¬ 
fortune to fall off a steep em¬ 
bankment while walking along a 
mountain trail in the Black Hills. 
1 could not be moved until I had 
been examined and put in 
'‘splints” by a doctor. Are these 
doctor services covered by the 


illness or an injury are covered 
by medicare. If these services are 
rendered during the course of a 
routine physical examination, 
they are excluded from medical 
insurance coverage. 

Q. I was taken to the hospital 
for emergency treatment by am¬ 
bulance. Can I claim reimburse¬ 
ment under my medical insurance 
for the cost involved? 

A. Yes, ambulance service 
which is medically necessary is a 
covered sendee. Thus, ambulance 
service to and from a hospital is 
normally a covered service under 
medical insurance. However, if 
the doctor stated it was not med¬ 
ically necessary for you to be 
transported home from the hos¬ 
pital by ambulance and you de¬ 
cided to use the ambulance any¬ 
way (even though it was not 
medically necessary) it would be 
at your own expense. Remember 
that the medical insurance pays 
80 percen of the reasonable 
charges for all covered sen-ices 
in the year except the first $50. 
Your reimbursement would be 
computed accordingly. 

Q. I receive a railroad annuity 
and need help in completing my 
claim for doctor bill insurance. Do 
I have to see a Railroad Retire¬ 
ment representative for this 
help? 

A. No, you can visit your social 
security office (or social security 
representative in Springfield, 
Mass.) for help in completing 
your claim. You will be shown 
how to fill out the claim and be 
shown what type of informa ion 
is needed from your doctor. Re¬ 
member, any time you need as- 
istance or have questions about 
medicare, visit or call your social 
security office.
